Controlling Measles 
We report the following details 
concerning a recent measles case to 
show how effective are the protect- 
ive measures which we recommend- 
ed in a previous article. 
A little girl, not quite 
of age, was discovered to have been 
intimately exposed to two chil iren | 
just breaking out with measles on 
Wednesday and Thursday. Efforts 
were made during the following 
week to find some convalescent ser- 
um (derived from the blood of pa- 
tients just recovering from measles) 
but none was to be found here or in 
San Francisco. Therefore, the next 
best thing was done. This little gir] 
was fortunate enough to have two 
older brothers who had measles a 
few years before. About two-thirds 
of an ounce of their blood was with 
drawn and injected into the little 
girl’s muscles. This was done just a 
week after exposure. (Earlier in- 
jection would probably have pre- 
vented development of infection.)
